I know 
there have been enthusiastic moments; I know 
there have been popular rejoicings; 1 know there 
have been national tumults of indignation. So 1 
have seen the waves of the Atlantic beat against 
the rocky shore of Massachusetts, and break their 
crests into foam ; so I have seen the sea-birds beat 
their brains out against the rocks of Nabant in a 
tempest. But there are the black rocks to-day, 
and the foam and the sea-birds have passed away 
forever. So, to my mind, there is the great colos¬ 
sal, central Slave Power, as it stood in 1831— 
hardly weakened—I rather think strengthened, in 
twenty-five years. And what have we got to fight 
it with ? Men claim that we Garrisonians, who 
come here sometimes once a year, are apt to be 
ranters, declamatory, personal, abusive ; that we 
stir national questions too deeply; that we attack 
individual men too fiercely ; that we hunt down 
reputations ; that we indulge in mere cavil; that 
we are not contented to put the best face on 
affairs; that we do not welcome the rising of 
sympathy here at the North; that we do not 
stretch out our lines before the South—show them 
our strength—exult in the growth of anti-slavery 
sentiment—spread out before audiences the cata¬ 
logue of our successes, and the cheering prospect 
of our gain. Well, we do not. It is true, we do 
not.

those who rely upon their statements—do it to the 
gain of anti-slavery sympathy in some quarters, 
and the allaying of anti-slavery effort in others. 

Some men blame us for criticising the Church, 
the clergy, the Constitution, the saered institu¬ 
tions of the country. Well, friends, there is 
Sebastopol. It is full of Russians. It is full of 
powder. It bristles with cannon. It has the 
ablest Generals of the world within its girdle. 
And we are outside of it. There is no powder in 
the powder-chest. Lord Raglan says: “ Don’t 
tell of it! ” The cannons are dead, Quaker guns, 
nothing else. Lord Cardigan says, “ATever tell of 
it ! ” The men are sick; we hide the lack of 
numbers with curtains. The Duke of Cambridge 
says, “ Conceal it, and let the Russians come up 
the hill 1 ” And we say : “ No, confess that our 
guns are wooden, and send to Toulon for more ”; 
confess that we have no powder, and send home 
for reenforcements ; confess that the Church is a 
sham when she stands up for slavery, and form a 
better; confess that the Constitution of our 
fathers was a mistake, and never has enabled us 
to do anything against the Slave Power ; tear it 
ini pieces and form a better (loud cheering) . Do 
not try to stretch a parchment until it cover the 
yawning chasm in the forum, but confess that the 
chasm is there and go about at broad day with a 
lantern, as the Greek did, to find a man that will 
fill it and close it up. Now that is exactly our 
policy. Go over our resources. See what they 
are. Confess honestly the strength of the enemy. 
Confess your own weakness. What does it do ? 
Does it make us doubt that slavery will he de¬ 
stroyed ? Not a bit of it- Slavery will die, be¬ 
cause all lies die; a just God reigns, and, there¬ 
fore, justice will triumph in the end. 

But that is not the question now. The ques¬ 
tion with us is, how can we aid freedom in her 
great struggle with injustice ? how can we set at 
work elemental causes that shall work while we 
sleep (for men must sleep), that shall set to work 
by the nature of things, and so eat out this cancer 
of the body politic, social and religious. Now, 
friends, this is Garrisonianism, as ytra term it in 
derision. It is going about to the institutions ol 
the North, and asking what they are, and how 
much you can rely upon them. He is but a poor 
calculator who leans upon a reed, and does not 
ask whether it is broken, until the trial comes.

Men think it abuse. How is it abuse? Is this 
country any more precious to you than to us ? 
Did your fathers do more than ours to secure 
those institutions? Have you dearer wives than 
ours, and dearer children than ours to share its 
fete in time to come ? Are we not embarked on 
the same ship—bound to the same port ? Is not 
this your question as well as ours? We only put 
in our advice; we are only wise by the experience 
of yesterday, and twenty years before, that is all. 

Now, friends, slavery is not a question of a 
fugitive slave in the streets of New York. The 
heart has no right to beat in triumph because a 
slaveholder was shot—God bless the pistol that 
dijd it 1—in Pennsylvania (cheering). It was but 
one drop in the ocean. The great question re¬ 
mains behind. That is but an individual sympa¬ 
thy ; that is but an appeal to humanity. Why, 
a tiger, a decent tiger, would protect a fugitive 
slave. It does not need a Christian (laughter). 
It does not need a man, hardly. It is but poor 
pfaise, and yet how great we deem it, how magni¬ 
ficent we deem it, that there are cities in this 
broad country of ours where a fugitive slave dares 
to tell his name. That is the climax of Ameri¬ 
can Christianity and American Republicanism 
(applause), where he dares to walk the streets at 
daylight and tell his name. Syracuse is one (ap¬ 
plause), Cleveland is another (applause), Chicago 
is another (applause), where the noble young men 
shouldered their muskets at the bidding of the 
United States Marshal and turned them against 
him in favour of the slave (loud applause). New 
York is not. She robes herself in princely 
wealth and sits down with the coronet of empire 
on her brow, and, yet, in all her broad streets she 
has not a spot where the fugitive slave dares stop 
arid deem himself safe. Neither is Boston; and 
Philadelphia has sunk so low that nobody names 
her (laughter). 

But suppose it were otherwise, what matters it? 
These things do not make character, they are only 
the. little episodes, the pulses, the occasional little 
excitements of life. They are not the great 
organic, national heart. They are not the sources 
of character. In a country like ours, in a new 
country whose function it is to Conquer nature, to 
foimd cities, to bring the waste into cultivation, to 
spread an empire until the soles of its feet shall bej 
kissed by the waves of the Pacific, the acquisition 
of wealth is’the great question of the day. The 
gaining of wealth will draw into its channel all 
thp robust energy, all the intellectual strength of 
such a people. Germany will have her scholar¬ 
ship, and England will have her moderate theo¬ 
retical liberty, and France will run crazy after 
theories, and Italy will lose herself in the love of 
marble and colour; but Young America, her 
manifest destiny, much more than annexation, is 
to: garner up wealth for future generations^—to 
make two blades of grass grow where- one grew 
before. Now, in such a country as this it is no 
disgrace. It is the epoch in which we live; it is 
the direction into which all intellectual energy is 
turned. The saving of labour and making of 
labour profitable is an organic part of our charac¬ 
ter. It begins young and never fades out of age. 
Why, it would hardly be an exaggeration—so fond 
is this Anglo-Saxon blood of ours of the acquisi¬ 
tion of wealth, the elevation of labour aud the 
evading of drudgery by the forming of new 
methods of making the human hand potent—it 
would hardly be an exaggeration to fancy a baby 
six months old leaning over the side of its cradle, 
pfenning a new model, with the intention of getting 
out a patent (laughter). It is in us—a part of 
the blood. Amid such a people wealth, must be 
strong ; capital must be omnipotent. Wherever 
you garner it up into masses, it must be a mighty 
power. 

Now, the Slave Power commences its strength 
in this central germ. It is two thousand millions 
of invested dollars—two thonsand millions of dol¬ 
lars invested in one species of property. I fancy 
I see the genius of the American people placing 
its hand on its lips and its lips in the dust before 
twp thousand millions of dollars. Why, the 
Yankee loses his breath at the mere mention of it 
(laughter). Fancy pants after it in vain. A 
black man onee went to Portland and attended 
church. He went into a good pew, and the next 
neighbour asked the man who owned it why he 
put a “ nigger ” into his pew. “ Why, Sir, he is a 
Haytien.” “ Can’t help that—he’s black.” “But, 
Sir, he’s a correspondent of mine.” “ Can’t help 
that—he’s black.?’ “He’s worth a million of dol¬ 
lars.” “Introduce me” (laughter and applause). 
Now, the Slave Power is two thousand millions 
of property; that is its first element. It is in the 


hands of 347,000 men, women and children—-pro¬ 
bably not more than 100,000 grown men are the 
owners. They are educated teen. They are edu¬ 
cated not only by books and position—they are 
educated by despair, and despair doubles every 
man’s ability. For they know that the spirit of 
the nineteenth century is undermining this wealth, 
a nd that they have got to contend against it with 
all the energy of a forlorn hope. They are linked 
together by despair, forming a solid square around 
this property. They are sagacious. Long use 
has made them so. 1 In every contest for national 
supremacy, they have shown an astuteness which 
the records of Papacy only parallel, and cannot 
outdo. This is the first element of strength of-the 
3)ave Power. 1 need not enlarge upon it. You 
know well that if, in any State, the banking, rail¬ 
road and manufacturing corporations could be 
accumulated together to carry out a favourite 
project, there is hardly a State in the United 
States where the masses could stand against them. 
You know that Andrew Jackson, with his match¬ 
less popularity—with the)Democratic party to 
support him—with a name second only to Wash¬ 
ington’s, if, indeed, it be second to his, in arousing 
the democratic element () use the-word in its 
broadest sense) throughout the country, was 
hardly a match for fifty millions of dollars, with 
the mercantile interest of the country behind it;

party ; and that the scales for a long time hung 
even—which should have the vjetory. 

Two thonsand millions of dollars, in the hands 
of 100,000 men, are, then, the first element of this 
Sebastopol with which we are contending; and, 
as if this were not enough, we have a Constitution 
that gives to this monopoly the only other power 
that it seems to want—that is, a political aristo¬ 
cracy. We have allowed these men to count 
these slaves as the basis of political strength. 
They have the three-fifths slave basis; five slaves 
count for three persons; so that five wealthy 
slaveholders in the Oarolinto can equal many a 
good-sized New England town in influence at 
Washington—have the same weight in a Govern¬ 
ment that calls itself democratic. Side by side 
with this—by the accident of our being a confede¬ 
ration of States, not a homogeneous Government 
-^they have a State power, for they rule their 
owu States. We despise-a doughface at the 
North. But the doughface, though he does not 
often get a mess of pottage for his pains, gets the 
promise of it. That is something. But the dough¬ 
faces of Kentucky and South Carolina do not 
even get that. 

The white trash, the norf-slaveholders, the men 
who are counted as nothiig in the slave States, 
are the third element of the:strength of the Slave 
power. Kentucky is 35,(00 slaveholders—no¬ 
thing more; the non-slavepolders count for no¬ 
thing in the State. Thif have no will — no 
expression—no weight in the State character. 
When Kentucky speaks asa State, she speaks as 
the exponent of the voice of 35,000 owners of be¬ 
tween one and two hunted thousand slaves. 
Added to wealth and to weight in Congress 
comes the extraordinary incident of State power. 
Jefferson, in the beptaualyiis that ever was made 
of this Government)’ whies De Tocqueville con¬ 
firmed forty years after, expresses an undoubted 
truth, that the real strengthof this Government— 
that which controls it now tnd will check it in all 
time to come—resides in tfe love of State, and in 
that curious mixture of Sate sovereignty with 
the Union. 

The fourth element is he prejudice against 
colour. If wealth accumulates itself in New 
Yprli, we appeal to the prejudices of the people; 
we appeal to the esprit du corps of the common 
people; we appeal to the njisses. In a word, we 
can easily arouse what yoi may call the preju¬ 
dices or the right feelings of men who have no 
mbney against those who lave.

Wherever you go, the mute, the 
eloquent appeal of the fugitive slave is only suc¬ 
cessful in its last eloquence to rise above that 
prejudice against the odour and the skin which 
generally ignores the slave question. The higher 
world votes it vulgar ; the lower world tramples 
it iunder foot as a “ nigger ” question ; so that the 
door is closed against air appeal. And the men 
that crowd our shores from abroad uo sooner 
breathe the American ffmosphere than they con¬ 
tract this prejudice aganst the coloured race. 

This, fellow-citizens, h our Sebastopol—Wealth, 
the Constitution, State Governments, and the gun 
of democratic sympathy spiked by prejudice 
against colour. And if tlis prejudice could be 
weakened in the least, ther comes that universal 
cry of patriotism, “ the Unbn.” Raise any ques¬ 
tion, no matter what it be; let the conscience of 
the North begin to awakm and open one lazy 
eyelid and gaze out a littli bit on a moral ques¬ 
tion that solicits its attentiai, and there comes up 
some patent Democrat anl reminds it that the 
Union is in danger, and i; goes to sleep again

FIRST LECTURE ON ENGLISH FOETRY. 


[Lowell Institute Course, at Boston.] 


Reported'for TheBoston Daily Advertis 

The subject of Mr. Lowell’s first_ Lecture 
(Tuesday evening, Jati. 9) was “ Definitions.” 

Mr. Lowell 'began by expressing his sense of 
the responsibility he had assumed in undertaking 
a course of lectures on English Poets. Pew men, 
he said, had in them twelve hours of talk that 
would be worth hearing on any subject, but on a 
subject like poetry no person could hope to com¬ 
bine in himself the qualities that would enable 
him to do justice to his theme. A lecturer on 
science has only to show how much he knows 1 — 
the lecturer on Poetry can only he sure how much 
he/eefe. 

Almost everybody has a fixed opinion about 
the merits of certain poets, which he does not like 
to have disturbed. There are no fanaticisms so 
ardent as those of taste, especially in this coun¬ 
try, where, we are so accustomed to settle every¬ 
thing by vote that if a majority should decide 
put a stop to the procession, of the Equinoxes v 
should expect to hear no more of that interesting 
ceremony. 

A . distinguished woman (Mrs. Stowe) who has 
lately published a volume of travels affirms, that, 
it is as easy to judge of painting as of poetry by. 
instinct, ft is as easy. But without reverent 
study of the works no instinct is competent to 
judge of tbe masters of either art. 

Yet everyone has a right to his private o.pi , . 
and the critic should deal tenderly with illusions 
which give innocent pleasure. You may some¬ 
times see japonicas carved out of turnips, and if j 
a near-sighted friend should exclaim—“ What a 
pretty japoniea! ” do not growl “ turnip! ” unless 
on discovering his mistake he endeavours to prove, 
that the imitation is as good .as the real flower. 

In whatever 1 shall say,-continued Mr. Lowell, 

I shall, at least, have done my. best to think before 
I speak, makiug.no attempt to say anything new, 
for it is only strange things and not new ones that I 
come by effort In looking up among the starry 
poets I have no hope of discovering a 
lev’s law—'oile must leave such things, 
mathematicians like Pierce. I shall be content 
with resolving a nebula or so, and bringing to. 

Ilisa -mi. 

In our day a lecturer can hardly hope to instruct. 
The press has so diffused intelligence that every-, 
body has just misinformation enough on every' 
subject to make him thoroughly uncomfortable at 
the misinformation of everybody else. 

Mr- Lowell then gave a brief outline of bis 
course, slating that this first lecture would indi¬ 
cate his point of view, and treat in part of the ima¬ 
ginative faculty. . 

After some remarks upon Dr. Johnson’s Lives 
of the Poets, the lecturer proceeded : Any true j 
criticism of poetry must start from the axiom that j 
what distinguishes what we.. call the poetical in i 
anything, and makes it so, is that it transcends 
the understanding, by however little or much, and 
is interpreted by the intuitive operation of some 
quite other faculty of the mind. It is precisely 
the something more, of feeling, of insight, of j 
thought, of expression which for the moment lulls 
that hunger for the superfluous which is the 
strongest appetite we have, and which always 
gives the fie to the proverb that enough is as good 
as a feast. The boys in the street express it. 
justly when they define tbe indefinable jnerits of 
something which pleases them, by saying it is a 
touch beyond—or, it is first-rate and a half. The | 
poetry of a thing is this touch beyond, this third 
half on the farther side of first-rate. 

Dr. Johnson said that that only was good 
poetry out of which good prose could he made. 
But poetry cannot be translated into prose at all. 
Its condensed meaning may be paraphrased and 
yon get the sense of it, but lose the condensation 
which is a part of its essence. If on Christmas | 
day you should give your son a half eagle, and 
should presently take it back, and give the excel-, 
lent prose version of five hundred copper cents, 
the boy would doubtless feci that the translation 
had precisely the same meaning in tops, balls and 
gibraltars; 'but the feeling of infinite riches in a 
little room, of being able to carry in his waist¬ 
coat pocket what Dr. Johnson would have called 
the potentiality of tops and balls and gibraltars 
’ beyond the dreams of avarice—this would have 
evaporated. By good prose the Doctor meant 
prose that was sensible and had a meaning. But. 
te forgot his own theory sometimes when he 
thought lie was writing poetry. How would lie 
contrive to make any kind of sepse of what he 
says of Sbakspeare, that 

“ Panting Time toiled after him in vain.” 

The difference between prose and poetry is,one I

the footfall of,, the poet along his fated path, as if 
a fate were on the verses too. And so in the Para¬ 
dise Lost, not only is there the pomp of long pas¬ 
sages that move with the stately glitter of Milton’s 
own angelic squadrons, but if you meet anywhere 
a single verse, that, too, is obstinately epic, and 
~ou recognise it by its march, as certainly as you 
now a friend hy ins walk. 

The instinctive sensitiveness to order and pro¬ 
portion, this natural incapability of the formless 
and vague, seems not only natural to the highest 
poetic genius, but to be essential to the universal¬ 
ity and permanence of its influence over the minds 
of men. The presence of it make the charm of 
Piopo’s Rape of the Lock perennial; its absence 
will always prevent such poems as the Fairy 
Queen, Hudibras, and Excursion (however full of 
beauty vivacity and depth of thought), from being 
popular. 

Voltaire has said that epic poems were dis¬ 
courses which at first were written in verse only 
because it was not yet the custom to narrate in 
prose. But instead of believing that verse is an 
imperfect and undeveloped prose, it seems much 
more reasonable to conclude it the very comsum- 
mation and fortunate blossom of speech, as the 
flower is the perfection towards which the leaf 
yearns and climbs, and in which it at last attains 
the fulness of beauty, of honey, of perfume and 
tfie power of reproduction. 

There is some organic law of expression, which, 
as it must have dictated the first formation of 
language, must also to a certain extent govern 
add modulate its use. That there is such a law 
a common drumhead will teaebus, for if you cover 
it with flue sand and strike it, the particles will 
arrange themselves, in a certain regular order .in 
sympathy with i ts vibra lions. So it is well known 
that the wood of a violin shows an equal sensibi¬ 
lity and an old instrument is better than a new 
one because all resistance has been overcome. I 
have observed' too, as something that distinguishes 
sijaging birds from birds of prey, that their flight 
’=i; made up of a series of parabolic curves, with 
ssts at certain regular intervals, produced by a 
momentary folding of tbe wings; as if the law of 
their being were in some sort metrical and they 
\flkv> musically. 

Who can doubt the innate charm of rhyme 
whose eye has ever been delighted by the visible 
consonance of the true growing at once toward an 
upward and a downward heaven, on the edge of 
the unrippled river, or, as tbe king-fisher flits from 
shore to shore, his silent echo flies under him and 

ipletes the vanishing couplet in the visionary 

fd below ? Who can question the divine 
validity of number, proportion and harmony, who 
has studied the various rhythms- of the forests ? 
Look, for example, at the pine, how its branches, 
balancing each other, ray out from the tapering 
stem in stanza after stanza, how spray answers to 
spray and leaf to leaf in ordered strophe and anti¬ 
strophe, till the perfeet tree stands an embodied 
ode, through which the unthinking wind cannot 
wander without finding the melody that is in it, 
and passing away in music. 

Language as the poet uses it, is something more 
tfian an expedient for conveying thought. If 
mere meaning were all, then would the Dictionary 
be always the most valuable work in any tongue, 
for in it exists potentially all eloquence, all wis¬ 
dom, all pathos, and all wit. It is a great wild 
continent of words ready to be tamed and subju¬ 
gated, to have its meanings and uses applied. 
The prose-writer finds there his quarry and his 
timber, bnt the poet enters into it like Orpheus, 
and makes its wild inmates sing and dance and 
keep-joyous time to every wavering fancy of his 
lyre. 

All language is dead invention, and our con¬ 
versational currency is one of shells like that of 
some African tribes-—shells in which poetic 
thoughts once honsed themselves, and coloured 
with the tints of morning. Bnt the poet can give 
back to them their energy and freshness, can con¬ 
jure symbolic powers out of the carnal and the 
trite. For it is only an enchanted sleep, a stimu¬ 
lated death, that benumbs language, and see how 
when the true prince poet comes, the arrested 
blood and life are set free again by tbe touch of 
his fiery lips, and as Beauty awakens, through all 
her many chambered palace runs a thrill as of 
creation, giving voice and motion and intelligence 
to what but now were dumb and stiffened images. 

The true reception - of whatever is poetical or 
imaginative presupposes a more exalted or at 
1 least excited condition of mind both in the poet 
i and tbe reader. To take an example from daily 
life, look at the wholly diverse emotions with which 
a partisan and an indifferent person read the same | 
political newspaper. The one thinks the editor a 
very sound and moderate person whose opinion is 
worth having on a practical question; the other 
wonders to see one very respectable citizen drawn 
as a Jupiter Touans witli as near an approach to 
real thunderbolts as printer’s ink and paper will 
concede, and another equally respectable and a 
member of the same church, painted entirely 
black, with horns, hoofs and tail. The partisan 
is in the respective condition just spoked of; the 
indifferent occupies the solid ground of the common 


Lastly, said Mr. Lowell, I would place in a j 
class by themselves those poets who have properly 
no imagination at all, but only a pictorial power. 
These we may call the imaginary poets, writers 
who give ns images of things that neither they 
nor we believe in or can be deceived by, like pic¬ 
tures from a magic lantern. Of this kind are the 
Oriental poems of Southey, which show a know¬ 
ledge of Asiatic mythologies, but are not livingly 
mythologic. 

Where the Imagination is found in combina¬ 
tion with great acuteness of intellect, we have its 
secondary or prose form. Lord Bacon is an 
example of it. Sir Thomas Browne is a still 
more remarkable one, a man who gives proof of 
more imagination than any other Englishman ex¬ 
cept Sbakspeare. 

Fancy is a frailer quality than Imagination, 
and cannot breathe the difficult air of the higher, 
regions of intuition. In combination with Sen¬ 
timent it produces poetry, with Experience, wit. 
The poetical faculty is in closer affinity with Ima¬ 
gination—the poetical temperament with Fancy. 
Contrast Milton with Herrick or Moore. In 
illustration Mr. Lowell quoted from Marvel, the 
poet of all others whose fancy hints always at 
some thing beyond itself, and whose wit seems to 
have been fed od the strong meat of humour. 

As regards man, Fancy takes delight in life, 
manners, and the results of culture, in whpt may 
be called scenery; Imagination is that mysterious 
something which we call Nature—theunlathomed 
base on which Scenery rests and, is sustained. 
Fancy deals with feeling, Imagination with pas- 
' m. I have sometimes thought that Shakspeare 
. the scenes of the Tempest intended to typify 
tbe isle of Man, and in the characters, some of 
the leading qualities or passions which dwell in it. 
It is not hard to find the Imagination in Prospero, 
the Fancy in Ariel, and the Understanding in 
Caliban; and, as he himself was the poetic ima- 
ion incarnated, is it considering too nicely to 
that there is a profound personal allusion in 
the breaking of Prospero’s wand, and the burying 
his boob, to the nature of that man who 1 after 
such thaumaturgy could go down to Stratford, 
and live there for years, only collecting his divi¬ 
dends from the Globe Theatre, lending money 
mortgage, and leaning over the gate to chat £ 
chaffer with his neighbours ? 

I think that every .man is conscious at times 
that it is only his borders, his seaboard, that is 
civilized, and subdued. Behind that narrow strip 
stretches the untamed domain, abaggy, unexplored, 
of the natural instincts. Is not tins so ? Then 
we can narrow our definition yet further, and that 
Fancy and Wit appear to the artificial i—" • 
Imagination and Humour to the natural 
Thus each of us in his dual capacity can at once, 
like Chancer and Pope, Butler and Jean Paul, 
and. bury the hatchet of one war of tastes. 

And now, finally, what is the secret of the great 
poet’s power over us ? There is something we 
love better than love, something that is sweeter to 
ns than riches, something that is more inspiring 
to ns than success—and that is the imagination 
of them. No woman was ever loved enough, no 
r was ever rich enough, no ambitious man 
successful enough , but in imagination. Every 
desire of the heart finds its gratification in the 
poet, because bespeaks always imaginatively and 
satisfies ideal hungers. We are the always wel- 
- ime guest of his ennobling words. 

This, then, is why the Poet has been always 
held in reverence among men. All nature is 
dumb, and we men have mostly hut a stunted and 
stuttering speech. But the longing of every 
created thing is for utterance and expression. The 
Poet’s office, whether we call him Seer, Prophet, 
Maker* or Namer is always this—to the Yoice of 
this low world. Through him, man and nature 
find at last a tongne, by which they can utter 
themselves and speak to each other. The beau¬ 
ties of the Visible world, the trembling attractions 
of the invisible, the hopes and desires of the heart, 
the aspirations of the soul, the passions and the 
charities of men, nay, the trees, the rocks, onr 
poor old speechless mother the earth herself) be¬ 
comes voice and music, and attain to that human¬ 
ity, a divine instinct of which is implanted in 
them all. 


To illustrate the superiority of the poetic imagi¬ 
nation over the prosaic understanding, Mr. Lowell 
quoted a story told by Le Grand in a note to one 
of his Fabliaux. A sinner lies dying, and an 
apgel'and fiend, after disputing the right to his 
soul, agree to settle the affair by a throw of dice. 
The fiend gets the -first chance, and the fatal cubes 
come up—two sixes! He chuckles and rubs his 
claws, for everybody knows that no higher num¬ 
ber is possible. But tbe angel thinks otherwise, 
throws, and behold, a six and seven! And thus 
" ' that when the understanding has done its 
, when it has reached, as it thinks, down to 
the last secret of music and meaning that lan¬ 
guage is capable of, the poetical sense comes in 
with its careldss miracle, and gets one more point 
than there are in the dice. 

Imagination is not necessarily concerned with 
poetic expression. Nothing can be more poetical 
than the lines of Henry More the Platonist— 

“ What doth move 

The nightingale to Bing so fresh and clear ? 

The tlirosh or lark, that mounting high above, 
Chants her shrill notes to heedless ears of corn 
Heavily hanging in the dewy morn 1 ” 

But compare it with Eeat’s, 

“ Ruth when sick for home, 

She stood in tears amid the alien corn/’ 

The imagination has touched that word alien, 
„ad in it, we see the field through Ruth’s eyes, as 
she looked round on the hostile spikes, and not 
through those of the poet.

ORIGIN OF CAMP-MEETINGS.

Among the sins forbidden by the fourth com- j 
mandraent, according to Scotch orthodox teach- 
■"•'. are hot dinners, country walks, instrumental 
nc, shaving of the beard, reading newspapers, 
or visiting friends. Hence very curious anecdotes 
might be retailed concerning Sabbath sanctity in 
this part of her Majesty’s dominions. We have 
heard, for example, of a little child, who, when 
the first day of the week had come, wanted her 
parents to tell her where to put her hands and' 
arms, seeing they so much stood in the way. An¬ 
other infant, in the midst of fever, was heard to 
pray that death would not be her lot, for nurse 
had said it was all Sunday in heaven, and she had 
had quite enough of Sunday on earth not to be de¬ 
sirous of its permanent existence. Even geologi¬ 
cal philosophers are told that if they break stones 
on the first day of the week, they break the Sab¬ 
bath too; and when the day of rest dawns, the 
whole of the people instinctively labour under the 
notion that a Sunday atmosphere, a Sunday 
storm and a Sunday sunshine are altogether dif¬ 
ferent and diverse from the atmosphere, storm and 
sunshine of the •unhallowed days of business. 

.Nevertheless, all travellers and sojourners m 
that much favoured region of the earth have 
imagined that they saw glaring inconsistency ii 
its Sabbath observance. They have perceivec 
that a river excursion on this clay would create a 
tempest of wrath, while the debaucheries of ten 
thousand whiskey shops would only cause a sigh ■ 
and it is remarkable that those who have been 
loudest m their declamations against Sunday 
traffic have but seldom complained that the rich 
and the respectable should employ horsemen and 
chariots to convey them to church. Every Sun-, 
day, long lines ot omnibuses and cabs have, for 1 
years, been paraded along the streets of Edinburgh 
and Glasgow without any stem rebuke; nay the I 
most earnest expounders of Sabbath law have 1 
them selves encouraged the cab and omnibus trade 
by hiring the conductors to drive them to that 
very house of prayer where their furious anathemas 
against the Sabbath-breakers were to be hurled. 
But the other Sunday morning, much to the 
astonishment of those reverend clergy and pious 
church-goers who live in the outskirts of these 
large towns, no cabs or omnibuses could be ob¬ 
tained. The whole host of the cab fraternity had 
combined to secure a day of rest for themselves 
and, without making any serious commotion, oi 
uttering any prolonged threats, the Sunday trade 
in cabs was entirely given up, and Christian peo¬ 
ple and Christian ministers are now required to 
rise earlier on Sunday mornings, for they have no 
quicker means of transit to their pulpits aud their 
pews than the pedestrian. 

Now, from all this it must be plain that the 
Glasgow and Edinburgh cab-driver is a brave, 
courageous and noble-hearted fellow. A few 
evenings ago, a meeting was held in Glasgow to 
sympathize with and support him in his troubles, J 
and we observe with pleasure that at this meeti ng 1 
our.friend the northern cabbee made a speech. It 
is not often the newspaper press has the honour of 
reporting the inspirations of such a class, and 
therefore we feel it our duty to give our readers 
the speech of Mr. M'Gregor, cab-driver, as reported 
in the Scotch newspapers. He said : 
j He had been ten years in the trade. For the 
first eighteen months he had gone to church occa¬ 
sionally, but he began to lose taste.for it, and for 
three or four years was not there at all.
